Winnetka Cornerstone 
Reveals 1923 Brochure 

In respect to long lost plans made a 
half century ago, the cornerstone of 
the Winnetka Village Hall was opened 
on the 4th of July 1975. Prompted by 
an essay contest in the public schools 
held in 1925, the opening of the box 
was scheduled to reveal '"What Win¬ 
netka would be like in 1975". The 
winning essay, by Emilie Banning, 
now Mrs. Haydn Jones of Kenilworth, 
who was an eighth grade student at 
Skokie School in 1925, included some 
now fulfilled prophecies such as 
depressing the railroad tracks and 
making the Skokie forest preserve. 

Of particular interest to us at North 
Shore was the finding of a 1925 
brochure from the North Shore Coun¬ 
try Day School among the articles in 
the cornerstone. Names that popped 
out in reading it were the members of 
the Board of Directors. Listed were 
Ayres Boal, President, H. Spaulding 
Coffin, Willoughby G. Walling, 
Calvin Fentress, Robert Stevenson, 
Jr., Cornelius Lynde, Frederick H. 
Scott, Robert H. Ripley, Charles T. 
Mordock, and Lynn A. Williams. 

Tuition from that long gone age 
reflects a hard-to-believe pre-inflation 
base. Kindergarten was $150 and high 
school cost $400! 

Did you know at that time that 
boys and girls did not study in the 
same classrooms after the third grade? 

Philosophy expressed in that pam¬ 
phlet holds true today — "the School 
believes that there is, within each 
child, a plan of growth which, if 


allowed to unfold, will give realization 
to the greatest number of possibilities 
lying within him . . . The function of 
the school and the teacher is to present 
right conditions for growth ... we 
believe that the child naturally craves 
educative work ... and is best 
satisfied when working steadily at a 
task which gives him opportunity for 
growth." 

Needlework Show 
e^^rec^s hundreds 

For the 6th consecutive year the 
Woman s Board staged an outstanding 
5 day Needlework Exhibit in October. 
Firmly entrenched in the community 
as an eagerly awaited show, it is a 
delighful vehicle where skilled stit¬ 
chers can display their original designs 
for literally hundreds of viewers to en¬ 
joy. 

Alfred Radloff, a quilt historian 
from Plymouth, Wisconsin, 
highlighted the show with a discussion 
on "The Art of the American Piece 
Quilt". Showing many colorful exam¬ 
ples from his personal collection 
which spans the past one hundred 
years, he traced the history of quilting 
in America through design and color. 

Financial results of these splendid 
shows have brought many tangible 


benefits to the school. Last year's suc¬ 
cess has been translated into a long list 
of most welcomed additions to North 
Shore. One of the most dramatic is 
contributing to the refurbishing of two 
rooms in Lower School: a project 
room for special activities as well as 
costume storage and a new kitchen 
with two complete sets of major ap¬ 
pliances. To be staffed by volunteer 
parents who will conduct various 
projects in these rooms, the kitchen 
was officially opened on November 26 
when the kindergarten Pilgrims in¬ 
vited the first grade Indians to a 
Thanksgiving feast. 

The list of projects funded by last 
year's benefit is long: gymnastics 
equipment to use by both boys and 
girls, an electric potter's wheel for Jane 
Dalton's ceramics classes, social 
studies materials, resource center 
equipment, assorted supplies for the 
experiential education program (out¬ 
door education on the Hannaford 
farm), and new mower for the school 
grounds, a grant to the film com¬ 
mittee, an IBM Selectric for the office, 
a print dryer for the photography 
department, a grant for the Picture 
Lady Program in Lower School and a 
Newberry Library Atlas. These gifts 
contribute immeasurably to what 
otherwise would be put on a wait-list 
for school improvements.

from Gloria Gebhart Miner (’48) 


What makes the Admissions Office 
one of the most exciting places to work 
in a school like NSCDS? It is the won¬ 
derful sense of new beginnings, for 
here is where it all starts! 

As an alumna, class of 1948, and 
the parent of an alumna, Nancy 
Miner, class of 1975, I gain some in¬ 
teresting perspectives, when I volun¬ 
teer in this office, on the importance 
of school choices in the life of an in¬ 
dividual. 

Do you remember — at all — your 
interview? I do. I remember being ap¬ 
prehensive; how hot it was that sum¬ 
mer day; that Knollslea Hall was dim 
and shady inside; and that Mrs. 
Childs seemed very formidable. I was 
thirteen years old, and no one, ever 
before, had asked me such penetrating 
questions! 

Working in the Admissions Office 
last spring and this year has brought 
those memories to the surface, and I 
realize what a remarkable opportunity 
this is — to be part once again of a 
school that meant so much to my own 
development; that has also been a rich 
experience in the life of our child. It's 
more than being able to say "thank 
you" by helping out; it's more than 
nostalgia; it's the stimulation of being 
part of an ongoing scene - in which 
both teachers and pupils grow and 
develop. Being here, I can never forget 
that NSCDS is a flexible school, 
responsive to new needs of the in¬ 
dividual student and his family, and at 
the same time a school which main¬ 
tains continuity - never changing the 
value placed upon an excellent 
education and the development of in¬ 
dividual potential. 

I remember - I was still nervous af¬ 
ter my first interview, but it was a 
delicious terror, - a feeling that 
someone knew I could know things I'd 
never tried. What is that feeling, 
really? It's challenge! And isn't that, 
simply, what NSCDS is all about? 

The independent school is, and has 
always been, a challenge and an exam¬ 
ple to other schools, a pacesetter and 
innovator in both methods and 
philosophy. NSCDS particularly has 
always tried to offer its students the 
challenge of a superior education and 
the stimulation of varied opportunities 
to develop their individual abilities. 

I got over being timid when making 
Morning Ex announcements; I 
conquered stage fright in plays; I 


made friends with hockey; I con¬ 
trolled blue book panic; learned to 
meet deadlines, and became a music 
lover without being able to sing a 
note. I wasn't even scared of Mrs. 
Childs! But most important, I came to 
value myself. It isn't easy to value 
yourself, for inherent in that valuation 
is the challenge to do better and better 
until you do your best. And finally, 
through valuing myself I learned to 
appreciate other people and truly care 
about them. 

As an alumna parent at NSCDS I 
had the intense and sometimes 
humourous pleasures of seeing a child 
succeed in subjects and activities that 
were never my best! I had the joy of 
renewing friendships with much loved 
members of faculty and staff and of 
sharing those friendships with our 
daughter. Opera, Morning Ex, 



Vaudeville, Commencement — a 
rerun of warm traditions with fresh 
faces! And new courses, independent 
projects, field trips and singing groups 
to be explained, enjoyed and shared. 

It is exciting to work in the Ad¬ 
missions Office! I envy every student 
who comes to us, and every parent 
who will share the years ahead at 
North Shore. And I feel such deep 
satisfaction that qualities I valued in 
this school - the high standard of 
education and the breadth of the ex¬ 
periences offered - were still here for 
our daughter, and continue to 
challenge other students who apply.
